LISTERIA Canada’s largest 
meat-processing firm said

Woman claiming to be kidnapped 
journalist pleads for federal help

She’s sick and will surely 
die unless the Canadian 
government attempts to 
free her, the pleading 
voice of a woman claiming 
to be kidnapped Alberta 
journalist Amanda 
Lindhout told a television 
station Monday. 

“There’s no one to take 
care of me here. I’m afraid I 
will die if I don’t get help 
soon. I don’t know how 
much longer I can bear 
this,” she said to Omni TV 
on Monday. 

“My government 
must have some duty 
to help me. I love my 
country and I want to 
return. I’m begging 
my government to 
please come to my 
aid.” 

The 28-year-old Syl- Lindhout 
van Lake native and 
Australian photographer 
Nigel Brennan were cap¬ 
tured near the Somalian 
capital on Aug. 23, 2008. 

Her captors are reported¬ 
ly asking for $1 million to 
ensure her release. 

“The men that are hold¬ 
ing me are very serious. 
They say if the ransom is 
not paid, they’re going to 
kill me,” she said. 

Canadian Foreign Affairs 
spokeswoman Emma 
Welford said federal offi¬ 
cials are aware of the call, 
but wouldn’t comment on

efforts in place to free Lind¬ 
hout.

More than back bacon 
and our legendaiy tenden¬ 
cy to go “eh?” it’s what 
makes us Canadian. 

In fact, we should erect a 
statue to Tommy Douglas, 
the Father of Medicare, 
right on the lawn of Parlia¬ 
ment Hill. I’m sure we can 
warehouse a couple stat¬ 
ues of Queen Victoria to 
make space. 

I suspect that many of 
you reading this today 
born in the 1970s, ’80s or 
’90s have no idea who 
Tommy Douglas was. A lit¬ 


tle background: He was the 
premier of Saskatchewan 
who fought off the fiercely 
focused efforts of the med¬ 
ical lobby and a doctor’s 
strike to get universal 
health care adopted in 
Saskatchewan, back in 
1962. Four years later, Ot¬ 
tawa, under Lester Pearson 
(another statue, please), 
followed suit. 

And now, when you’re 
sick, you can get health 
care without being ruined, 
even if you have a “prior 
condition,” unlike 47 mil¬ 
lion Americans. It’s why 
we’re so careful when we 


go shopping for cheese 
across the border. We 
might break a leg and 
won’t be able to crawl back 
to health care and safety. 

I know, I know. There’s a 
lot wrong with the system 
as currently constituted. 
The Fraser Institute (our 
own version of the Brooks 
Brothers Brigade) esti¬ 
mates health care will con¬ 
sume 100 per cent of 
provincial revenues by the 
year 2050 (it takes up more 
than half now), and the av¬ 
erage wait time for surgery 
and other medical proce¬ 
dures is 17 weeks. The 


good news: That’s down 
from 18 weeks in 2007. 

And we all have stories 
of being stacked up in a 
hospital corridor or getting 
treated in a broom closet 
while waiting for a bed. In¬ 
evitably, we’re looking at a 
two-tier system where 
those who can will pay for 
preferential treatment, 
while the rest of us limp 
into the lineup. 

Implementing a version 
of that two-tier system in 
America will cost $1 tril¬ 
lion. But it’s necessary — 
now more than ever as in¬ 
creased unemployment 


brings increased loss of 
benefits. 

It’s funny. I remember 
Tommy Douglas as a little 
man with thick glasses and 
an annoying, adenoidal 
speaking style that would 
cause me to change chan¬ 
nels if there was more 
than one, which, in 1962, 
there wasn’t. But without 
that adenoidal little man, 
we’d all be up Meech Lake 
without a paddle. 

Cue the statue.

Spending in U.S. rises in June 


STATISTICS U.S. consumers 
spent more in June and 
pending sales of previously 
owned homes also rose, da¬ 
ta issued yesterday 
showed, but the biggest 
drop in incomes in four- 
and-a-half years pointed to 
a slow recoveiy from the 
worst recession in decades. 

Spending rose 0.4 per 
cent in June after a 0.1 per 
cent gain the previous 
month, the Commerce De¬ 
partment said, partly be¬ 
cause of higher gasoline 
prices. But after adjusting 


for inflation, spending, 
which accounts for over 
two-thirds of U.S. econom¬ 
ic activity, fell 0.1 per cent 
after being flat in May. Sav¬ 
ings slipped from a rising 
trend as consumers had to 
dig deeper to spend. 

“As we turn the corner 
on this recession, we find 
the economy stabilizing 
but definitely not resurg¬ 
ing.

Nortel enterprise 
sale OK’d by U.S.,

COMMUNICATIONS Bankrupt 
Nortel Networks received 
U.S. and Canadian court 
approval yesterday to sell 
its enterprise business, 
further dismantling the 
company.

Nortel had resolved 10 
objections to the proposed 
bidding procedures, 
including those from 
potential bidders, Nortel’s 
lead U.S. attorney said at 
yesterday’s hearing.

Ruling could be calm 
before the desert storm 


The NHL, Jim BalsiUie, vari¬ 
ous bidders, creditors and 
other interested parties 
with a stake in the Phoenix 
Coyotes are today waiting 
for a ruling from bankrupt¬ 
cy judge Redfield T. Baum, 
hoping to get some sense 
of the team’s future. 

The only sure bet is 
that, whatever the judge 
rules, someone is go¬ 
ing to be severely 
ticked off. 

Baum is ex¬ 
pected to hand 
down a decision on 
how the Sept. 10 auc¬ 
tion of the Coyotes will 
be conducted, including 
whether Canadian billion¬ 
aire Balsillie will be al¬ 
lowed to participate or 
whether it will be restrict¬ 
ed to the two bidders who 


intend, after reworking 
the team’s arena lease, to 
keep the team in the 
Phoenix suburb of Glen¬ 
dale. 

Balsillie, of course, 
wants to move the team 
to Hamilton 
and is pursu¬ 
ing his pur¬ 
chase of the 
team even 
though he has 
been unani¬ 
mously reject¬ 
ed by the NHL’s gov¬ 
ernors as a potential 
TM owner. 

But don’t expect to¬ 
day’s ruling to be defini¬ 
tive or for it to end the 
soap opera-like drama 
that has surrounded the 
Coyotes bankruptcy. Even 
Baum conceded that how¬ 


ever the auction unfolds, 
it will likely be followed 
by endless litigation. 

This case has been 
steeped in angry rhetoric 
and finger pointing. Even 
yesterday, reacting to con¬ 
fidential information 
leaked on Friday — details 
of the concessions Jerry 
Reinsdorf was seeking 
from Glendale in his bid 
— Baum yesterday or¬ 
dered Jerry Moyes, owner 
of the Coyotes, to show 
why he should not be 
held in contempt of court. 

Baum ordered Moyes, 
his wife Vickie and their 
attorneys to appear at a 
show-cause hearing today 
after they allegedly violat¬ 
ed the confidentiality or¬ 
der issued by the judge.

A playwright’s tale 

Writing for the stage can be a hard and lonely business

The process of getting a 
play out of the writer’s 
head and onto the stage 
is a long and winding 
one. Governor General 
Award-winning 
playwright Catherine 
Banks wrote her first play 
in 1983* She learned a lot 
from the process, but it 
never saw the light of 
stage; her first performed 
play came in 1991. 

“I started writing that 


play the week I brought 
my newborn daughter 
home from (the hospital) 
and it was produced the 
year she entered pri¬ 
mary,” the Nova Scotian 
pla 5 ^right says of The 
Summer of the Piping 
Plover. “It felt really won¬ 
derful when that play 
opened because I had 
learned I could do it.” 

Pla 5 rwriting can be a 
hard, lonely business, 
with no guarantee your 
work will ever be per¬ 
formed. Banks’ big break¬ 
through came last year, 
when Bone Cage won the 
coveted GG. 

“It was validation shot 
through with joy!” she 
says. 


Getting a play per¬ 
formed can be an arduous 
process. She had to secure 
funding from government 
agencies and sink a lot of 
her own cash into Bone 
Cage. By then. Banks was 
fully committed to the 
play’s darkly humorous 
story of Jamie and Chicky 
growing up in rural Nova 
Scotia. 

“Why would any charac¬ 
ter ever come to me again 
if I didn’t see the charac¬ 
ters of Bone Cage all the 
way to the stage?” she 
wonders. 

Once a company picks 
up a play, there’s the 
tricky process of turning a 
pla 5 ^right’s imagination 
into reality. 


“Even when I set out to 
write a play that will be 
easily produced, in the 
course of writing the play 
it takes me to a place 
where I have to make a 
decision: Will I or won’t I 
allow the play to take me 
where it needs to go?” 
Banks says. Can theatre 
companies afford to stage 
it? Are there too many/too 
few roles? Are the techni¬ 
cal requirements possi¬ 
ble? 

“Only once have I made 
a concession to make a 
play ‘more producible;’ I 
reduced the script by one 
actor. In the end, I had to 
produce the play myself 
an 5 ^ay and now I have a 
play with a ghost,” she

Clunkers are people too 


I think ni sit on the fence 
on this one for a bit longer, 
because it affords a good 
view, and that allows me to 
emulate my hero. Yogi 
Berra, who once wisely re¬ 
marked, “you can observe a 
lot just by watching.” 

For those of you not fol¬ 
lowing the story, “cash for 
clunkers” is the unofficial 
name of a U.S. program 
that pays owners $3,500 to 
$4,500 if they trade-in and 
scrap their “clunkers” for 
new, fuel-efihcient vehicles. 

This is supposed to stim¬ 
ulate the economy and 
“green” the fleet. 

The U.S. got the idea 
from Germany, who start¬ 
ed its “cash for clunkers” 
program back in January 
(though they called it 
something like “Knock- 
wurst Oder Marks for Autos 
das Crappy und Kaput”). 

As “stimulus” to buy new 
vehicles, the programs are 
widely successful. The U.S. 
program was scheduled to 
run from July 28 through 
Nov. 1, 2009, or when the 
allocated funds of U.S.$1 
billion were exhausted, 
whichever came first. 

The money didn’t last a 
week. 

Canadian Environment 
Minister, Jim Prentice, pub¬ 
licly stated he’d announce

Canada already has a scrappage program called Retire Your Ride 
which offers people various incentives for turning in their clunkers. 


a decision by September, 
whether Canada will pony 
up for such a heightened 
scrappage program. 

A lot of people are un¬ 
aware that we’ve always had 
scrappage programs. The 
latest iteration, called Retire 
Your Ride, was introduced 
this past Januaiy. It is fund¬ 
ed by Environment Canada 
and managed by the Clean 
Air Foundation (CAF). 

Under this program, 
owners of vehicles made 
during or before 1995 can 
scrap their vehicles in ex¬ 


change for various incen¬ 
tives, like public transit 
passes, membership in car 
sharing programs, dis¬ 
counts toward the purchase 
of a bicycle, or $300 in cash. 
Incentives vary by province 
and are delivered by local 
agencies working with CAF. 


So far, this has not in¬ 
duced droves of Canadians 
to trade in their pre-1995 
vehicles. What we’ve 
learned recently then, is 
that $300 is not nearly 
enough to get somebody to 
give up a road-worthy 
clunker, but $3,500 to 


$4,500 will certainly do the 
trick and then some — and 


might in fact be overkill. 

Canadian politicians are 
wavering, and U.S. politi¬ 
cians are in a huge debate 
about whether to continue 
the program, because, well, 
it’s a hell of a lot of money 
to spend on one sector of 
the economy, even with the 
expected benefits to the en¬ 
vironment. 

On those matters I’ll let 
them grapple. What I’m 
mulling over, up on my 
fence post, is how a suc¬ 
cessful scrappage program 
of any stripe might erode 
the honourable tradition 
of “clunker culture.” 

A lot of us have had to 
drive a clunker sometime 
in our lives and I’d like to 
think we’re better people 
for it. We’ve learned how 
to rip duct tape with our 
bare hands and bare teeth, 
how to twist off a hot radi¬ 
ator cap with someone 
else’s sweatshirt, and how 
to accept certain and in¬ 
evitable calamities with 
maybe not grace, but at 
least something in that 
general direction. 

Where are we going to 
learn stuff like that, when 
all the 1991 Chevy Cava¬ 
liers are gone?

A taste of London's museums

Traditionally, having a bite 
to eat in a London 
museum never meant any¬ 
thing more sophisticated 
than an expensive cheese 
sandwich or a wedge of 
sponge cake. 

However, the restaurants 
in the city’s cultural store¬ 
houses are now becoming 
dining destinations in 
themselves, some with 
tremendous views of city 
landmarks. 

The newly-refurbished 
Portrait Restaurant, at the 
top of the National Portrait 
Gallery on Trafalgar 
Square, has amazing views 
over the city, taking in Nel¬ 
son’s column, the London 
Eye, the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and Big Ben.

2,300 of the most famous 
works of Western Euro¬ 
pean art including Van 
Gogh’s Sunflowers — as 
well as a great restaurant, 
the National Dining rooms. 

This is a relaxed but so¬ 
phisticated dining experi¬ 
ence, with fun twists on 
t 5 q)ical British dishes using 
local, seasonal ingredients. 
There’s a choice of fine din¬ 
ing or the brasserie-style 
menu in the Bakery with 
comfort food including 
beef and ale stew, shep¬ 
herd’s pie, quiches, hot 
pies, and homemade cakes. 

Exotic dishes on the a la 
carte menu include crab, 
pea and samphire salad; 
Newlym lemon sole with 
mussels, leeks, sorrel and 


wild nettles; and Eton mess 
or Elderfiower posset for 
desert. 

Each month, the chef cel¬ 
ebrates a different British 
county, bringing you fresh 
produce and classic mod¬ 
ern dishes from the region, 
(from $9, thenationaldin 
ingrooms.co.uk). 

For views of a different 
London icon, dine at the 
Blueprint Gafe, the restau¬ 
rant at the Design Museum 
where you can watch boats 
cruise down the Thames 
and under the majestic 
Tower Bridge. 

Follow your visit to an 
exhibition at the museum 
about a key design move¬ 
ment, architect or fashion 
designer with a dinner that 


celebrates the best of 
British dining. 

You know it’s an exciting 
dining experience when 
there are ingredients on 
the menu that are so 
recherche that you won’t 
recognize them — the chef 
here is inspired by historic 
English and Scottish dish¬ 
es. 

There are also plenty of

Student aims to shatter stereotypes 



“I feel that time for nursing is about to come," says male nursing student Charles CoUantes.

Charles CoUantes knows 
how it feels to be in the 
minority. 

When the 29-year-old 
nursing student at York Uni¬ 
versity began his program, 
he was among but a hand¬ 
ful of future male nurses, 
stacked against nearly 50 fe¬ 
male colleagues. 

“It was pretty nerve-rack¬ 
ing at first, knowing that 
once I entered the class¬ 
room, I was expecting only 
two or three guys,” said 
CoUantes. “But after a 
while, I got used to it.” 

CoUantes’ classroom isn’t 
so far gone from the hospi¬ 
tal room. At present, men 
comprise only about six per 
cent of registered nurses in 
Canada, according to a 


2005 trend report pub¬ 
lished by the Canadian In¬ 
stitute for Health Informa¬ 
tion. The gender imbalance 
marks a role reversal of 
sorts for men, who histori¬ 
cally dominated the med¬ 
ical profession as physi¬ 
cians until females began 
closing the disparity. 

“I feel that time for nurs¬ 
ing is about to come, as 
well,” said CoUantes, “but 
because of the way every¬ 
body perceives nursing as 
a female-dominated pro¬ 
fession, it takes a bit of get¬ 
ting used to, hearing males 
are getting into nursing.” 

CoUantes has witnessed 
the stereot 5 ^e in action at 
the hospital where he’s 
currently completing an ac¬ 
ademic placement. When 
patients, male or female, 
enter the hospital, he said 
they expect a female nurse 


and sometimes request one 
when presented with a 
male. 

“As a professional, we try 
to talk to them about it 


and make them aware,” he 
says. “If you have a male 
doctor, you accept them, 
but if you have a male 
nurse, you don’t. It doesn’t 
make a difference between 
a female doctor and a male 
nurse.” 

James D’Astolfo, founder 
and president of the Cana¬ 
dian Men in Nursing 
Group, said male presence 
in nursing has a long way 


to go, not just to break the 
stereotype, but to fuel a 
forecasted Canadian nurs¬ 
ing shortage. 

“If we don’t start to at¬ 
tract more nurses into the 
profession, we’re going to 
see a huge deficit within 
the health-care system ... 
Encouraging more men in¬ 
to the profession will cer¬ 
tainly help with the nurs¬ 
ing shortages that we have

and that we’re going to 
face, come 2011.” 

By that time, the Canadi¬ 
an Nurses Association pre¬ 
dicts Canada will be short 
78,000 nurses, that num¬ 
ber rising to 113,000 in 
2016. The deficiency can, 
in part, be attributed to 
the mass retirement of 
nurses, whose average age 
verged 50 in 2005. 

To account for the pre¬ 
dicted shortfall, D’Astolfo 
said he wants the govern¬ 
ment to recognize it and 
promote recruitment and 
retention within nursing. 

“We would love to see a 
national program where 
the government is in¬ 
volved in marketing cam¬ 
paigns to recruit more 
nurses into the profes¬ 
sion,” he said.

If Hollywood gets its way 
this weekend, we will all 
soon be going to theatres 
to take in thrillers about 
Stretch Armstrong, He- 
Man and even the popular 
board game Monopoly. 

That’s because this Fri¬ 
day’s theatrical release of 
G.l. Joe: The Rise of Cobra 
will firmly establish the lat¬ 
est trend in filmmaking — 
movies based on popular 
toys.

Two-cheese 

Souffle 

INGREDIENTS: 

5 large eggs 

3/4 cup (175 ml) 1% milk 
2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 

Several dashes hot red 

pepper sauce 

1/3 cup (75 ml) shredded 

Colby cheese 

1/3 cup (75 ml) shredded 

Swiss cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Separate eggs. Discard 2 
yolks. Place egg whites in 
medium bowl. Place egg 
yolks in small bowl. Set 
aside. 

2. Preheat oven to 325 
F(160 C). Make foil collar 
and attach to 1-1/2-qt (1.5- 
1) souffle dish. Lightly 
grease foil collar and souf¬ 
fle dish. In small pot, 
whisk milk, flour, salt and 
red pepper sauce. Cook 
over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly, until 
mixture starts to thicken. 
Cook and stir 2 minutes 


more, until thickened and 
bubbly. Add cheese and 
stir until melted. Remove 
from heat. 

3. Whisk egg yolks until 
light. Add some hot 
cheese mixture to yolks, 
then slowly whisk all of 
yolk mixture into cheese 
mixture. 

4 . With electric mixer on 
high, beat egg whites until 
soft peaks form. Stir one- 
fourth of whites into hot 
cheese mixture, then 
quickly fold in remaining 
whites. Spoon into 
prepared souffle dish. 
Make top hat. Bake 45 
minutes or until puffy and 
golden. Serve immediate¬ 
ly.
